SWEDEN LIBERALIZES ITS DOLLAR TRADE 

The United States Government notes with satisfaction the Swedish Government's 
decision to liberalize its dollar trade effective October 1, by removing import license 
requirements from a large number of commodities which until now have been subject 
to tight licensing and foreign exchange control. This free list covers about 45 per cent 
of total Swedish imports in 1953. 

Simultaneously, the Swedish Government announced that goods which are not on 
this free list but are free-listed for Western European and certain other countries (OEEC 
free list) will be imported from the dollar area in greater quantities, either directly 
from the dollar area or preety from those non-dollar areas. The Swedish Government 
also announced that it will continue to investigate the possibility of adding other items 
to the dollar free list. 

While all details are not yet available, it is understood that the dollar free list is 
composed of raw materials, semi-manufactures and a large number of finished goods. 
Included in the list among other items are almost all chemical products, all hides and

Sis TIME AGO a magazine writer wrote a story about Yale & Towne’s inter- 


have just returned from a visit to a small portion of that worlé—Great 
Britain and Western Europe—and while I was there I was delighted to have 


found that the world of Yale & Towne is still happy. 


In our two major businesses 


—locks and hardware and materials nantane equipment—our products continue 


to expand, and barring war or some other 

tragic catastrophe, the world beyond the 
United States will have an increasing im- 
portance in the future growth and prog- 
ress of our company. 

Yale & Towne has been described as one 
of the few American companies that con- 
siders itself an international corporation. 
From its earliest days, the company saw 
itself as a world trader. Way back in 
the 1870’s it introduced American-made 
locks and hardware abroad, and was in- 
deed the first American company to do so. 
That first bold step into the world’s mar- 
kets was a preface to a truly global ex- 
pert activity which saw Yale goods, made 
in the United States, carried by salesmen 
into every known corner of the earth. 
There are still old timers who recall 
carrying their sample boxes of Yale locks 
to the gates of forbidden cities in the 
Orient and to the tents of Arab traders 
in the Near East. The trade name, Yale, 
is registered in 89 countries, and only 
because it is not registered in two sparsely- 
populated islands, do we say that it is 
registered in “nearly every country of the 
world.” This is merely compliance with a 
legal stricture that in no way alters the 
fact that the Yale trade name is known 
throughout the world and that univer- 
sally it is recognized as a symbol of qual- 
ity, know-how and integrity. 

The change in the character of Yale & 
Towne as an American company engaged 
in extensive export into an international 
company with its own manufacturing 
facilities abroad began in 1912 when its 
Canadian Division was founded in St. 
Catharines, Ontario. Ten years later, 
Yale & Towne built its first German plant, 
and by 1928, after the acquisition of other 
German properties, we established our 
German Division at Velbert. A year later, 
in 1929, the company’s program of inter- 


national expansion brought about the 
establishment of its British Division with 
a plant at Willenhall, in the industrial 
midlands of England. Later a_ second 
British plant at Wednesfield was added 
to the British operation. 

But even before Yale & Towne estab- 
lished its own foreign facilities, it licensed 
the manufacture of some of its materials 
handling equipment by foreign producers. 
In June of this year, we celebrated in 
Paris the 50th anniversary of an unin- 
terrupted license arrangement between 
Yale & Towne and Fenwick, S.A., a great 
French company, which during the half 
century made Yale-designed and Yale- 
engineered industrial lift trucks and has 
marketed them to French and North

Today, Yale & Towne has wholly owned, 
completely self-contained operating Di- 


| visions in Canada, Germany, and two in 
| Great Britain, one of which is our British 


Lock and Hardware Division at Willen- 
hall, the other, our British Materials 
Handling Division at Wednesfield. The 
Canadian Division makes and distributes 
throughout the Dominion a full line of 
Yale locks and hardware, as well as some 
materials handling equipment. The Ger- 
man Division makes and distributes in 
Germany and elsewhere in the world Yale 
locks and hardware and Yale industrial 
lift trucks. It also produces a line of 
hardware for German distribution trade 
marked BKS. The British Divisions make 
and distribute principally throughout the 
United Kingdom and the Commonwealth 
Yale locks and hardware and Yale ma- 
terials handling equipment. 

In addition to our wholly-owned Di- 
visions, we have licensing arrangments 
whereby Yale products are manufactured 
and sold by others in France, Italy, Spain, 
Denmark, Australia and Japan. 

Many companies, of course, have foreign 
factories and licensees, but I think Yale 
& Towne is different from most of them 
in several respects. Our foreign plants 
are not subsidiaries. Aside from our li- 
censees, our foreign Divisions are inte- 
gral parts of the corporation. Their cor- 
porate relationship is exactly the same 
as that of any of our American Divisions. 

With some exceptions, notably involv- 
ing our Canadian Division, all Yale & 
Towne Divisions very often find them- 
selves competing with each other in the 
same markets. This intra-company com- 
petition in effect leaves with the customer 
the choice as to which of our Divisions 
he will use. As an example, a Brazilian 
factory owner may want to buy an indus- 
trial lift truck from us. The local Yale 
sales agent can offer him this truck from 
any of several plants—English, German, 
American and French. This means he 
can pay for the truck with whatever cur- 
rency he has available. At a time when 
dollar shortages affect purchases of 
American-made products, we believe we 


| have some advantage in this type of intra- 


company competition. An instance where 
it worked to great advantage occurred 


| during the last political rift between Great 


Britain and Egypt. At that time, Egyptian 


| customers of our British Lock and Hard- 


ware Division were able to satisfy their 


| needs for Yale hardware from the cata- 


logues of our German Division.

self-sustained. Our foreign Divisions are 
not merely assembly plants. Each Di- 
vision makes its own parts and finished 
products from Company specifications, 
and each employs a completely native 
work force, with some exceptions only on 
the top levels. We believe our foreign Di- 
visions gain great advantage in their 
domestic and natural markets through 
this nationalistic identification. In this 
connection, the president of Yale & Towne, 
Gilbert W. Chapman, has said, “We try 
to become not an American firm overseas, 
but a company taking on the nationality 
of its location.” 

Our emphasis upon local, nationalistic 
identification carries over into advertising, 
publicity and market research. Thus in 
France, our advertising agency is French, 
and in Great Britain, British. In market 
research, each plant surveys its own field, 
evaluates its own needs, and channels 
them into the Executive Offices in the 
United States. The channeling of data to 
headquarters in the U. S. and the coordi- 
nation of information at the Company’s 
Research and Development Division at 
Valley Forge, Pennsylvania, makes it pos- 
sible for all Divisions to benefit from the 
experience of any one Division. 

One extremely important value we have 
acquired from our localistic complexion is 
humility.

can company, we don’t run around the 
world shouting America’s industrial and 
business superiority over all others. In 
many manufacturing and _ distribution 
aspects, our foreign Divisions, manned by 
foreign workers, technicians and mana- 
gers, are as good as or even better than 
our American Divisions, and vice-versa. 
Out of this comes mutual respect within 
the Company, and beyond the Company, 
respect and regard for all people. With 
this orientation, we believe the welcome 
mat is out for us more often than others. 

I do not want you to think from what 
I have said that we constantly look at 
the world through rose-colored glasses. 
Despite our strongly placed foot in the 
door, we, or others do, are confronted with 
tough problems. The continuation of cur- 
rency restrictions curtails export possi- 
bilities and limits our ability to transfer 
some of our foreign earnings in American 
dollars. The industrialization of many 
foreign countries for their own national 
development increases competition in all 
our markets. All in all, the world’s not 
an oyster, there for the opening, but a 
market place, where competition is be- 
coming fiercer, and where vast business 
problems brought on by political forces 
must be met almost on a day-to-day basis. 

Nevertheless, at Yale & Towne we be- 
lieve that the world outside the United 
States with its hundreds of millions of 
people must move inexorably to a better 
day. Everywhere there are yearnings for 
a good life for all, for better homes, for 
better living, and for more and more of 
those goods that characterize life over 
here. The obstacles which now obtain to 
a free-er exchange of goods and services 
among the peoples of the world must in- 
evitably be reduced. Without this optimis- 
tic belief, instead of planning to move 
forward, all of us would necessarily be 
planning to retrench. 

I believe one of the most hopeful signs 
is the rise of competition in the Western 
European countries.

Only in the last couple of years, 
I have seen real advances in European 
promotion programs, and I mean not by 
American companies but by European 
companies. On the other hand, I have 
seen the promotion of Amercian com- 
panies abroad, Yale & Towne included, 
improved greatly under the influence of 
European promotion competition. I be- 
lieve this is the sort of competition that 
keeps markets stirring, and with that 
activity there must come an elevation of 
the economic levels. In the happy world 
of Yale & Towne we are holding our 
sights high.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


REVIEW OF THE GENERAL AGREE- 
MENT ON TARIFFS AND TRADE—As pre- 
viously reported, the United States Depart- 
ment of State has sought the views of inter- 
ested parties on the proposed review and 
renegotiation of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade which will be considered 
during the Ninth Session of the Contracting 
Parties to this Agreement now scheduled 
to begin in Geneva October 28, 1954. In hear- 
ings held in Washington September 13th to 
17th, views on the general and administra- 
tive provisions of the G.A.T.T. were sub- 
mitted to the delegates who will represent 
the United States at this Session. In a state- 
ment submitted on this subject, the Council 
advocated that the G.A.T.T. should have no 
less authority than it has now, and perhaps 
more; and that the articles of the G.A.T.T. 
pertaining to escape clauses should be 
tightened up in order to provide greater 
assurance that previously negotiated tariff 
concessions will have some permanence. The 
National Council emphasized that the con- 
ditions under which tariff concessions may 


be modified or withdrawn should be strictly 
limited, and the period of time during which 
such modification or withdrawal shall re- 
main in effect should be definitely fixed. 

In another set of hearings opened in 
Washington October 18, 1954, consideration 
was given to views with respect to the pro- 
posal for enhancing the firmness of all the 
tariff? concessions which have been put into 
effect on the basis of the G.A.T.T. negotia- 
tions held in Geneva in 1947, in Annecy in 
1949, or in Torquay in 1950-1951. These con- 
cessions are “firm”; they can be modified or 
withdrawn only under the escape clause 
provisions in the Agreement. In the original 
Geneva negotiations, the firm life of these 
concessions was fixed until January 1, 1951, 
and subsequently extended to January 1, 
1954, and again to July 1, 1955. Unless this 
firm life is extended beyond July 1, 1955, it 
will be easier thereafter for the Contracting 
Parties to withdraw concessions on any 
particular product than it is now under the 
escape clause provision in the Agreement.

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IMPORT ACTIVITIES—Continued 


Pursuant to the Customs Simplification Act 
of 1954, the Tariff Commission is now en- 
gazed in a thorough study of the tariff 
schedules, Internal Revenue Code, and other 
laws relating to the classification of im- 
ported commodities. In order to be fully 
prepared for practical cooperation with the 
Tariff Commission in this highly important 
study, the Counelil sent a circular letter to 
every member to secure the benefit of his 
experience and ideas on classification prob- 
lems. Two forms were supplied for return. 
One, Form A, relates to commodities which 
members believe are now classified under 
an illogical or wrong tariff paragraph, The 
other, Form B, is arranged for the presenta- 
tion of concrete suggestions for the simpli- 
fication of present classifications by con- 
solidating and regrouping two or more 
present tariff descriptions. The information 
received on these forms will be used by our 
Customs Committee in making recommenda- 
tions to the Commission with respect to 
standards and methods which might be 
adopted for a simplification of existing tariff 
schedules. 

The Tariff Commission recently requested 
the Treasury Department to participate in 
the study, and all customs officers have been 
instructed to submit directly to the Commis- 
sion by December 31, 1954, full details con- 
cerning each complexity of tariff classifica- 
tion under existing law which they have

FLAMMABLE FABRICS ACT—The Fed- 

eral Trade Commission proposes to amend 
tule 7(a)(2) in the Rules and Regulations 
it has issued under the Flammable Fabrics 
Act in order to bring this Rule in agreement 
with the amendment made to the Act by 
Public‘ Law 629—S3rd Congress which re- 
duces the burning time of plain surface 
fabrics from 4 to 3% seconds. It also pro- 
poses to add another subdivision to this rule 
providing that when, on the initial test of 
any plain surface textilc fabric weighing 
less than two ounces per square yard, such 
fabric ignites but the flame is extinguished 
before the stop cord is burned, such test 
may suffice for any fabric of the same fiber 
composition, construction and finish type; 
and that this class of fabric shall be tested 
at least once at intervals of not more than 
one year thereafter. 

Searfs—The Federal Trade Commission 
has issued a formal interpretation that 
searfs are “articles of wearing apparel” as 
that term is used in the Flammable Fabrics 
Act. Accordingly, it is now definitely estab- 
lished that scarfs are subject to the provi- 
sions of this Act. Of course, under a previous 
formal ruling by FTC, handkerchiefs up to 
a finished size of 24 inches square are not 
considered articles of wearing apparel for 
the purposes of this Act. 


IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


to be of Communist Chinese origin. The prin- 
cipal effects of this amendment are: (1) 
Jewelry containing semiprecious stones can 
no longer be imported from or through 
Hong Kong, Macao, the Soviet Union or the 
other countries in the Soviet bloc without 
a license from F.A.C. Previously, the im- 
portation of semiprecious stones and of 
manufactures containing such stones had 
been prohibited, but this prohibition did not 
extend to jewelry containing semiprecious 
stones; (2) The Associated States of Cam- 
bodia, Laos, and Vietnam (formerly known 
as Indo-China) were added to the list of 
countries from which eassia can no longer 
be imported without an F.A.C. license. Indo- 
nesia is now the only country from which 
cassia may be imported without this license: 
(3) Dresdenware and Meisenware, and 
racemic menthol can now be imported from 
any country except Communist China and 
North Korea without a license from F.A.C. 
(Special Information Bulletin Nos. 180-184.) 

Foreign Assets Control of the U. S. Trea- 
sury Department has announced that effec- 
tive September 24, 1954, certificates of origin 
issued by the Comptroller General of Cus- 
toms of the Commonwealth of Australia are 
now available for the importation of syn- 
thetic menthol into the United States di- 
rectly or on a through bill of lading from 
Australia. On August 31, 1954, F.A.C. an- 
nounced that certificates of origin issued by 
the Ministry of Economic Affairs of the 
Republic of China (i.e. Nationalist China) 
are now available for the importation of 
millet wine and soy bean paste into the 
United States directly or on a through bill 
of lading from Taiwan (Formosa). 

At the request of F.A.C., the Bureau of 
Customs has _ instructed collectors of cus- 
toms not to allow any entry for consumption 
or warehouse withdrawal for consumption 
of any shipment of water chestnuts from 
Hong Kong, regardless of whether such 
shipment is accompanied by an appropriate 
Hong Kong certificate of origin. Imports of 
water chestnuts from Hong Kong accom- 
panied by Hong Kong certificates of origin 
may file an application with the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York on Form TFAC-1 
in duplicate for a license to enter them.

AGRICULTURAL TRADE DEVELOP- 
MENT & ASSISTANCE ACT OF 1954 


The Secretary of Agriculture announced 
on September 17 that the Department of 
Agriculture has started to implement the 
Agricultural Trade Development and Assis- 
tance Act of 1954 which provides for the 
sale, in foreign currencies, of $700 millon of 
agricultural commodites. 

Another provision of the Act allowing for 
the transfer of $300 million worth of com- 
modities on a grant basis is to be adminis- 
trated by the Foreign Operations Adminis- 
tration. This program is in addition to one 
established under the Mutual Security Act 
programs which provide that at least $315 
million of foreign aid shall be used to finance 
the export and sale, in foreign currencies, of 
— agricultural commodities or products 
thereof. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA INCOME 
TAX LAW 


A summary of the Union of South Africa 
Income Tax Law dated July 9, 1954 which 
was made available to NFTC through the 
courtesy of the South African Government,

Tax Committee, Africa Committee and others 
who have indicated their interest in the sub- 
ject.

The summary covers both taxes imposed 
by the Union and those imposed by the prov- 
inces; taxes on individuals as well as taxes 
on companies are summarized.

NEW BRAZILIAN PREMIUMS ON

ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL COUNCIL, 


oN. 


The 18th session of the Economic and 
Social Council of the United Nations, which 
was held at Geneva June 29-August 6, 1954, 
took action in a number of fields of interest 
to American foreign traders and investors. 

The recent ECOSOC session, according to 
a Roundup (Press Release ECOSOC/1355, 
dated August 16, 1954) issued by the UN De- 
partment of Public Instruction, was prima- 
rily devoted to economic matters. The sub- 
jects dealt with at the session that were of 
particular interest to foreign traders and 
investors were: World Economic Situation, 
Full Employment, Removal of Obstacles to 
International Trade, Financing of Economic 
Development (Special UN Fund and Interna- 
tional Finance Corporation), and Technical 
Assistance. The action taken at the recent 
session regarding these subjects is available 
upon written request. 


SOCIAL SECURITY AMENDMENTS 
OF 1954 


The “Social Security Amendments of 1954” 
(P. L. 761—83d Congress) contains two 
amendments affecting United States citizens 
employed outside the United States. These 
amendments allow the extension of Social 
Security coverage to (1) United States citi- 
zens employed by American employers on 
vessels and aircraft of foreign registry; (2) 
United States citizens employed outside the 
United States by foreign subsidiaries of 
American employers. 

The amendment extending Social Security 
coverage to American citizens employed by 
American employers on vessels and aircraft 
of foreign registry provides coverage for 
services performed here or abroad. 


PROPOSED EXPORTER CREDIT 
LINES—E-I. BANK 


United States exporters of capital goods 
of a productive nature who wish the aid of 
the Export-Import Bank in granting inter- 
mediate or long-term credit terms should 
communicate with the Bank at this time. 

While definite policies and procedures 
have not as yet been established, the Bank 
is presently evolving plans for the granting 
of lines of credit to qualified exporters 
which could be used in selling to approved 
buyers, within the lines set up, without fur- 
ther clearance with the Bank. 

The Bank has prepared a memo outlining 
the information required for consideration 
of Exporter Credit Lines. This is broken 
down into two sections: Part A dealing with 
particulars of the exporter’s business, and 
Part B relating to the credit standing of 
the proposed purchaser. If not immediately 
available, information called for in Part B 
need not be supplied at the time the credit 
application is filed. A minimum of two copies 
of all information supplied to the Bank is 
required and three copies are desirable. No 
application form is necessary. 

As presently envisaged, the Bank in an 
approved transaction would establish an 
overall line of credit for the American ex- 
porter with allocations on a country and 
importer basis

As a general rule the terms would call 
for a 20 per cent advance payment by the 
importer, 60 per cent to be carried by the 
Bank and 20 per cent as the responsibility 
of the exporter. It is expected that obliga- 
tion representing the financed portion of the 
export sale less the down payment will bear 
interest at about 5 per cent per annum, and 
that the portion carried by the Export- 
Import Bank will be purchased from the 
exporter at a flat discount of about 1% per 


cent for paper maturing within three years. 
The Export-Import Bank hopes that the 
financing of shipments under these lines 
would be handled through the exporter’s 
regular commercial banks.

skins, rubber products, wood goods, all paper other than newsprint, textile raw materials, 
yarn, cord fabrics, shoes, hats, and stone, clay and glass products of various kinds. 

cxtensive free-listing is also applicable to engineering products. All manufactures 
of iron and metal, the greater part of iron and steel products, and all machines, apparatus 
and instruments with the exception of cameras, projectors and musical instruments, are 
free-listed. Also included are equipment for railways, streetcars, motorcycles and bicycles. 
In the field of foodstuffs, imports are free-listed among others for dried fruits and 
raisins, rice, canned fish and canned fruits, juices and a number of other products. 
Finally, the list includes raw materials for plastics and a large number of products of 
less importance such as small boxes, handbags, fishing tackle, tobacco pipes, fountain 
pens and many other consumer goods. It is important to note that the free list includes 
a great majority of the commodities on which Sweden granted tariff concessions to the 
United States under the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

Details as are now available can be obtained from the European Division, Bureau 
of Foreign Commerce, Department of Commerce, Washington 25, D. C., and from all 
fleld offices of the Department of Commerce, which will also have the information on 
additional details to be released later by the Swedish Government.

CONTROLS RELAXED ON NONSTRATEGIC EXPORTS TO HONG KONG 


Exporters now may ship more than 25 additional commodities to Hong Kong with- 
out applying for individual export licenses. Items added to the list of nonstrategic 
commodities which may be exported under general license GHK without prior applica- 
tion to BFC include certain rubber gloves, boots and shoes; naval stores; dried fruits; 
pharmaceuticals; photographic, projection and optical goods; and dental office and labora- 
tory equipment. These relaxations could be made without jeopardizing the national 


security. 
INTERNATIONAL TRADE FAIRS 


Roy F. Williams, Boston industrialist, has been appointed to organize a stepped-up 
program of American participation in International Trade Fairs under the direction of 
the Bureau of Foreign Commerce. He has been loaned by the Associated Industries of 
Massachuetts of which he is Executive Vice-President to the Department of Commerce 
for this assignment.

ALTERNATE SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATION 

The Alternate Shipper's Export Declaration has just been revised. Alternate Forms 
printed by private parties must conform to the official form in size, wording, color, and 
quality (weight) of paper, and arrangement, except that the destination control state- 
ment may be omitted. However, if the destination control statement is printed on the 
Alternate Shipper’s Export Declaration form, it is important that the statement also 
be printed on the corresponding bill of lading forms where both forms are to be filled 
out ina single typing (or other duplicating) operation. 

The Alternate Shipper’s Export Declaration blanks are not available at Government 
sales offices. Sample copies of the official Alternate Form may be obtained from the 
Foreign Trade Division, Bureau of the Census, Washington 25, D. C., or from the New 
York Office, Foreign Trade Division, Bureau of the Census, 434 Customhouse, New York 
4, New York. 

Collectors will accept both the old and the revised forms for approval and authentica- 
tion through March 31, 1955. Alternate Forms used after that date must conform strictly 
to the attached copy of the revised oflicial form in size, wording, color, and quality 
(weight) of paper, and arrangement, including form identification number, and Budget 
bureau Approval Number. It should be noted that the new Budget Bureau Approval 
Number is 41-R817.7. 


SMUGGLING OF GOODS INTO THE UNITED STATES 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 545 of title 18, United States Code, is amended 
by striking out “$5,000” and inserting in lieu thereof “$10,000”, and by striking out “two 
years” and inserting in lieu thereof “five years”. 

Sec. 2. The amendments made by the first section of this Act shall apply only with 
respect to offenses committed on and after the date of the enactment of this Act. [Public 
Law 641—S3rd Congress. Approved Aug. 24, 1954.]

SHIPPING VIA U. S.—FLAG VESSELS 


To amend the Merchant Marine Act, 1936, to provide permanent legislation for the 
transportation of a substantial portion of waterborne cargoes in United States-flag vessels. 

Be it enncted by the Sennte and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That section 901 of the Merchant Marine Act, 1936, as 
amended, is hereby amended by inserting “(a)” after “Sec. 901." and by adding at the 
end of the section the following new subsection: 

“(b) whenever the United States shall procure, contract for, or otherwise obtain for 
its own account, or shall furnish to er for the account of any foreign nation without 
provision for reimbursement, any equipment, materials, or commodities, within or with- 
out the United States, or shall advance funds or credits or guarantee the convertibility 
of foreign currencies in connection with the furnishing of such equipment, materials, or 
commodities, the appropriate agency or agencies shall take such steps as may be necessary 
and practicable to assure that at least 50 per centum of the gross tonnage of such 
equipment, materials, or commodities (computed separately for dry bulk carriers, dry 
cargo liners, and tankers), which may be transported on ocean vessels shall be trans- 
ported on privately owned United States-flag commercial vessels, to the extent such 
vessels are available at fair and reasonable rates for United States-flaze commercial 
vessels, in such manner as will insure a fair and reasonable participation of United States- 
flag commercial vessels in such cargoes by geographic areas: Provided, That the provi- 
sions of this subsection may be waived whenever the Congress by concurrent resolution 
or otherwise, or the President of the United States or the Secretary of Defense declares 
that an emergency exists justifying a temporary waiver of the provisions of section 901 
(b) and so notifies the appropriate agency or agencies: And provided further, That the 
provisions of this subsection shall not apply to cargoes carried in the vessels of the 
Panama Canal Company. Nothing herein shall repeal or otherwise modify the provisions 
of Public Resolution Numbered 17, Seventy-third Congress (48 Stat. 500), as amended.” 
[Public Law 664—Sird Congress. Approved August 26, 1954.] ;

FREIGHT FORWARDER INVESTIGATION INSTITUTED BY BOARD 

An investigation of freight forwarder practices is to be instituted by the Federal 
Maritime Board. The purpose of the Board’s inquiry is to determine to what extent, if 
any, foreign freight forwarders are using business methods or practices which result 
in unjustly discriminatory or unduly prejudicial treatment of shippers, consignees, car- 
riers or others, and whether or not forwarders have entered into agreements or coopera- 
tive working arrangements with others or have taken concerted action without obtaining 
approval pursuant to section 15 of the Shipping Act of 1916. 

Chairman Rothschild pointed out that the purpose of the investigation is not puni- 
tive but is intended to aid the commerce and trade of the United States by setting up 
standards which will assist in stabilizing the industry and assure equitable treatment 
for forwarders and their clients. 

Under General Order 72, freight forwarders are required to register with the Federal 
Maritime Board, and certain minimum regulations have been prescribed for the conduct 
of their business. About 1,450 forwarders holding certificates of registration under Gen- 
eral Order 72 will be made respondents in the present proceeding. The Board’s formal 
order will be served upon each of the forwarders within a few days, and a time for hear- 
ing will be set at a later date. ;

We quute below two paragraphs from General Order No. 72, covering the definition 
of those required to register, and the qualifications for the collection of brokerage: 


244.1 DEFINITION. A freight forwarder is any person engaged in the business of dispatching ship- 
mente on behulf of other persons, for @ consideration, by oceangoing le in ce from the United 
States, ite territories or possessions to foreign countries, or between the United States and its territories 
or possessions, or between such territories and possessions; and of handling the formalities incident to 
such shipments. This definition includes independent freight forwarders, common carriers, manufacturers, 
exporters, export traders, manufacturers’ agents, resident buyers, commission merchants, and other persons 
when they engage jor and on behalf of any person other than themselves, in return for a consideration, 
money or otherwise, in the aforementioned activity. 

244.13 BROKERAGE. No forwarder, after the date on which he is required to register, shall accept 
brokerage from ocean carriers unless and until such forwarder has been assigned a registration number 
pursuant to these rules. Registration shall not entitle a forwarder to collect brokerage from a common 
carrier by water in cases where payment thereof would constitute a rebate—4. €., where the forwarder is 
@ shipper or consignee or is the seller or purchaser of the shipment, or has any beneficial interest therein 
or where the forwarder directly or indirectly controls or is controlled by the shipper or consignee, or by 
any person having a beneficial interest in the shipment. A forwarder shall not share any part of the 
brokerage received from a common carrier by water with a shipper or consignee. No forwarder shall demand 
or accept brokerage during the period his registration number is under suspension or after his registration 
number has been cancelled pursuant to these rules. 


For ease of identification and classification, independent foreign freight forwarders 
are persons engaged in the business of dispatching shipments on behalf of other persons, 
and who do not have an interest in the purchase or sale of, the goods, and who are not 
owned or controlled directly or indirectly by the shipper or consignee, and who are not 
common carriers. 

In order to ascertain which of the registrants were independent foreign freight for- 
warders to be included in this list, the following procedure was adopted: 

1. With the permission of the Federal Maritime Board, the original applications for 
registration were examined. 

2. Names have been checked with the master file of Customs Brokers & Forwarders 
Association of America, Inc, 

Names have been checked with listings published in the annual CUSTOM HOUSE 
GUIDE over a period of years. 

The Customs Brokers & Forwarders Association of America, Inc. wishes it to be known 
that the inclusion of firms on this list of independent foreign freight forwarders does 
not automatically qualify such firms for membership in their Association. All applicants 
must be thoroughly investigated, and meet the stringent requirements of the By-Laws 
and code of ethics, before being eligible.

BOLIVIA ADOPTS NEW CUSTOMS TARIFF 


The Bolivian Government has established higher rates on all imported items except 
essential foodstuffs, by revision of the Customs Law of 1927. Under the revised law ef- 
fective September 1, 1954, ad valorem duties will be assessed on the basis of the current 
officia! exchange rate of 190 bolivianos to $1 U. S. currency. Surcharges, which numbered 
approximately 100 under the old regulations, have now been consolidated into 7. The new 
regulations also impose a uniform schedule of customs charges throughout the country 
and lodge responsibility for the collection of duties exclusively with the Bolivian Customs 
Administration. Additional revenue anticipated as a result of the new schedules reportedly 
will be used in part to pay higher returns to the small- and medium-sized miners, to 


subsidize exports of agricultural and forestry products, and to reduce the expected deficit 
in the national budget.

TOTAL TRADE 


The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced today that United 
States exports of domestic and foreign merchandise declined from $1,290.7 million in July 
to $1,149.3 million in August, or to a level about 3% below the August, 1953, total of 
$1,186.5 million and 18% below the 1953 monthly averrge of $1,313.9 million. During the 
same period, general imports showed a slight advance from $821.3 million in July to 
$824.5 million in August, but remained about 2% below the August, 1953, import total of 
$840.1 million and 9% below the 1953 monthly average of $906.9 million. M.S.P. (military) 
exports declined from $267.6 million in July to $200.4 million in August. 

During the first eight months of 1954, exports, including M.S.P. (military) shipments, 
were valued at $10,135.6 million, or approximately 5% below the comparable 1953 eight 
month total of $10,658.4 million. M.S.P. (military) exports amounted to $1,815.9 million 
during the first eight months of 1954, totaling $825.1 million less than shipments valued 
at $2,641.0 million under this program during the same period in 1953. With M.S.P. 
(military) shipments excluded, exports during the first eight months of 1954 were valued 
at $8,319.7 million, or about 4% above the comparable 1953 eight month total of $8,017.4 
million. Imports during the first eight months of 1954 were at a level about 7% below 
the comparable 1953 eight month total of $7,379.0 million. [F.T. 900.]

ITALY FREES ADDITIONAL DOLLARS 


The list of goods which may be imported into Italy from the United States and other 
dollar countries without a validated import license has been expanded substantially. The 
items affected by the action—taken by a ministerial decree of August 7, effective on 
publication in the Gazzetta Ufficiale, August 10—represent about 45 percent by value of 
Italy’s imports from the dollar area in 1953, and about 23 percent of its imports from the 
United States alone. The most important items—coal, petroleum, and ferrous scrap—in 
1943 accounted for about 90 percent by value of Italy’s imports of the commodities newly 
liberalized. Pharmaceuticals in bulk—vitamins, hormones, and antibiotics—also have been 
freed from restrictions, but these items, imported entirely from the United States and 
Canada, were being licensed generously before August 10.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—PORTS OF ENTRY 

By virtue of the authority vested in the President by section 1 of the act of 
August 1, 1914, 38 Stat. 623 (19 U. S. C. 2), and delegated to the Secretary of the 
Treasury by the President by Executive Order No. 10289, of September 17, 1951 
(16 F. R. 9499), the following changes in the field organization of the Bureau of 


Customs are hereby made, effective September 15, 1954. 

1. The limits of the customs port of entry of Seattle, Washington, the headquarters 
port of Customs Collection District No. 30 (Washington), comprising the territory within 
the corporate limits of that city, are extended to include the following territory: Sec- 
tions 1 to 6, inclusive, Township 22 N., R. 4 E., W. M.: Township 23 N., R. 4 E., W. M.; 
and Sections 32 and 33, Township 24 N., R. 4 E., W. M., King County, State of Washington. 

2. The designation of South Bend, Washington, as a customs port of entry in Customs 
Collection District No. 20 (Washineton), is hereby revoked, and a new customs port of 
entry to be known as “South Bend-Raymond, Washington” is hereby designated in said 
district, which shall include the territory within the corporate limits of South Bend and 
Raymond, Washington, and all points on the Willapa River lying between the corporate 
limits of such towns. 

3. The limits of the customs port of entry of Port Huron, Michigan, in Customs Col- 
lection District No. 38 (Michigan), comprising the territory within the corporate limits 
of that city, are extended to include the territory embracing the municipality of Marys- 
ville, Michigan, and the Townships of Port Huron, For Gratiot, Kimball and St. Clair, in 
St. Clair County, State of Michigan.

In order to simplify the procedures prescribed for obtaining an allowance in duties 
in the liquidation of entries for lost or missing merchandise included in the entries, and 
to give collectors of customs authority to determine what type of proof of shortage 
is sufficient in the circumstances of the individual cases, section 15.8 of the Customs 
Regulations is hereby amended to read as follows: 
Page 1257 

15.8 Shortages; lost packages; deficiencies in contents of packages.—(a) Allow- 
ances shall be made in the assessment of duties for lost or missing merchandise in- 
cluded in the entry whenever it is established to the satisfaction of the collector of 
customs before the liquidation of the entry becomes final that the merchandise 
claimed to be lost or missing was not imported. The foregoing shall not apply in the 
case of merchandise arriving under an I. T. entry.’° [T.D. 53591.]

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—CLEARANCE OF ARTICLES 
UNDER THE 8200 OR 8300 EXEMPTION 

To facilitate and expedite the clearance through customs by returning residents of 
the United States of articles acquired by them on the trip abroad for which they claim 
the $200 or $300 exemption but which do not accompany them or are forwarded in bond 
to another port for customs clearance and in order to conserve customs manpower, the 
Customs Regulations are amended as follows: 

Page 1249 

Section 10.17 (k) is amended to read: 

(k) Unaccompanied articles.—It is not necessary that articles accompany a 
resident at the time of his return to the United States to be within the $200 or $300 
exemption. See section 10.20 (b). However, customs officers shall apply the exemp- 
tions only to articles before them for examination, and the application of an exemp- 
tion to unaccompanied articles shall be finally determined only after they have been 
imported and the importer has performed the acts required of him for their customs 
clearance. If any allowance of the $200 or $300 exemption is to be claimed in respect 
of any articles not cleared at the time of a resident’s return, whether such articles 
have already arrived, will arrive later, or are being shipped in bond to another port, 
they must be declared in writing to a customs officer. Such declaration of articles 
accompanying the resident shall be made at the time of the resident’s return to the 
United States. A declaration for articles not accompanying the resident on his return 
should be made by him in writing at the time and place of his return, but if satisfactory 
reasons are given to the collector for failure to so declare such articles, a written 
declaration may be accepted, either at the port of clearance of the articles or at the 
port of the resident’s return, for such articles within one year after the return. An 
application to make such supplemental declaration shall be accompanied by any 
invoices, receipts, and any other available pertinent data to aid the collector in deter- 
mining whether the articles were acquired abroad by the claimant as an incident of 
a journey made by him and are for his personal or household use. The supplemental 
declaration shall be made on customs Form 6059 or 6063, as the case may be, appro- 
priately modified. [T.D. 53592.] 

Page 1251 

Section 10.19 is amended as follows: 

Paragraph (n) is amended by deleting the third sentence and substituting therefor: 
The declaration may be submitted to a United States customs officer stationed in a 
foreign country for that purpose if one is available and all the articles presented to 
him for inspection and clearance are within allowable exemptions.

(2) When a declarant whose baggage has been examined and passed in foreign 
territory in accordance with paragraph (j) (1), subsequently acquires additional articles 
before he returns to the United States, the customs officer to whom the original 
declaration is surrendered as provided for in paragraph (j) (1) may permit the 
amendment of that declaration to include articles not previously declared. In such a 
case, a suitable notation shall be made by the customs officer on the original declara- 
tion to indicate the articles added thereto. If the certified duplicate is required for 
clearance of unaccompanied goods or a shipment in bond, before it is returned to 
the declarant it shall be completed by the customs officer, who shall note or have 
noted thereon the additional articles declared, the total exemption granted by him and 
by the officer in foreign territory, and his certificate that the additional articles are 
covered by a declaration on file at the port of arrival. If the aggregate declared pur- 
chase prices or values exceed the allowable exemptions, the values determined for 
United States customs purposes of all articles for which exemptions are granted at 
the port of a resident’s return shall be noted on the declaration filed at such port

As the cost of printing the small-sized (4” x 1%”) customs inspection stamp required 
to be affixed to boxes containing cigars manufactured in bonded warehouses has increased, 
it is necessary to increase the sales price of such stamp from $1.25 to $1.35 per thousand. 
Accordingly, the second sentence of section 19.16 (e), Customs Regulations, is amended 
to read as follows: 


These stamps shall be sold to manufacturers by collectors of customs at the following 
prices: $1.35 per thousand for the small stamp, 4” x 1%” in size, and $1.50 per thousand 
for the large stamp, 8” x 1%” in size. [T.D. 53595.] 


This amendment shall become effective on Sept. 27, 1954. 


FOREIGN CURRENCY—BRAZILIAN CRUZEIRO 


Certification of the Brazilian cruzeiro has been omitted from the Federal Reserve 

Bank of New York's daily certification letters since August 16, 1954. (See T. D. 53560.) 
_.The Bank is prepared to resume certification of the cruzeiro for dates commencing 

with August 16, 1954. It is understood the Bank intends to certify three rates designated 
“(1)", “(2)”, and “(3)”. The Bureau is informed that the cruzeiro will no longer be listed 
in the daily letter but will be certified on a weekly basis as in the case of the Uruguayan 
peso and Danish krone. 

As soon as practicable after the rates for the cruzeiro become available, they will 
be published in the Weekly Treasury Decisions. [T.D. 53571.]

ANTIDU MPING—HARDBOARD FROM FINLAND 


Reference is made to the instructions issued on May 12, 1954 (C. I. E. 164/54), that 
appraisements be withheld with respect to importations of hardboard from Finland 
because of a suspicion that such hardboard was subject to the provisions of the Anti- 
dumping Act, 1921. 

After investigation and careful consideration of the evidence presented, I have 
reached the conclusion that a finding of dumping with respect to hardboard from Finland 
is not presently justified. 

Appraising officers who have been withholding appraisements of hardboard from 
Finland because of the instructions mentioned above are hereby authorized to proceed 
with such appraisements without regard to any question of dumping. (Sec. 201, 42 Stat. 
11; 19 U. S. C. 160.) [T.D. 53566.]

APPBAISEMENT OF KITCHEN STEP-ON WASTE CANS 


In the case of United Stateg v. Empire Distributors, Successor to Empire Wholesalers, 
published in A. R. D. 47, the United States Customs Court decided that where prices for 
home consumption in the foreign market vary, not by reason of the quantity sold, but 
solely by reason of the category of the purchaser, there being no question of usual 
wholesale quantities, no one price may be selected as the price at which merchandise 
thus marketed is freely offered for sale to all purchasers in the usual wholesale quantities 
and in the ordinary course of trade and, hence, no foreign value can be found. 

This decision is in conflict with a princip!e of customs appraisement of long standing. 
However, because of certain circumstances, the Government will not appeal the decision. 

The application of A. R. D. 47 shall be limited to the merchandise which was the 
subject of that case pending a new ruling by the court in another case. [T.D. 53570.] 


PLANT QUARANTINE 


The administrative instructions of the Department of Agriculture restricting the 
issuance of permits for importations of citrus seeds, published as B. E. P. 582 and 
T. D. 52378, have been revoked, effective July 24, 1954, by an order of the Chief, Plant 
Quarantine Branch, dated July 20, 1954 (19 F. R. 4589). [T.D. 53574.) 


WHITE OR IRISH POTATOES, OTHER THAN CERTIFIED SEED— 
TARIFF-RATE QUOTA 


The tariff-rate quota for white or Irish potatoes, other than certified seed, pursuant 
to Item 771 (second), Part I, Schedule XX, of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(T. D. 51802), for the 12-month period beginning September 15, 1954, is 5,485,000 bushels 
of 60 pounds each. 

The estimate of the production of white or Irish potatoes, including seed potatoes, 
in the United States for the calendar year 1954, made by the United States Department 
of Agriculture as of September 1, 1954, was 345,515,000 bushels. 

In accordance with the third proviso to the aforesaid Item 771, the 1,000,000 bushels 
prescribed in the second proviso is increased by the amount by which such estimated 
production is less than 350,000,000 bushels, which amount is 4,485,000. [T.D. 53581.] 


FIRST INTERNATIONAL INSTRUMENT CONGRESS AND EXPOSITION

the United States is likely to be injured by reason of the importation into the United 
States of hardboard from Sweden, and that hardboard from Sweden is being sold and is 
likely to be sold in the United States at less than its fair value. ['T.D. 53567.]

Public Law No. 678, approved August 27, 1954, entitled “An Act to continue until 
the close of June 30, 1955, the suspension of duties and import taxes on metal scrap, 
and for other purposes,” is set forth below for your information. 

The Act applies to merchandise of the kinds covered thereby which was entered, 
or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption on or after July 1, 1954, and before 
August 27, 1954, as well as to such merchandise so entered or withdrawn on or after 
the last-mentioned date and before the close of business on June 30, 1955. [T.D. 53585.)

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That the first sentence of section 2 of the Act of September 
30, 1950 (Public Law 869, Kighty-first Congress), is hereby amended by striking out 
“June 30, 1954” and inserting in lieu thereof “June 30, 1955: Provided, That this Act shall 
not apply to lead scrap or zinc scrap (other than zine scrap purchased under a written 
contract entered into before July 1, 1954). 

Sec. 2. The amendment made by this Act shall not be construed to affect in any way 
the application of Public Law 38, Kighty-second Congress, to copper scrap. (Public Law 
i7S—S3rd Congress, Approved Aug. 27, 154.) 

ARTICLES FROM THE VIRGIN ISLANDS 

There is published below for your information and guidance section 28 (d), Public 
Law 517, 83d Congress, approved July 22, 1954, which changes the value formula with 
respect to those articles manufactured or produced in the Virgin Islands which may be 
brought into the United States without the payment of duty. The provisions of section 
28 (d), as published below, are applicable only to such articles entered, or withdrawn 
from warehouse, for consumption in the United States during the period July 22 
through September 30, 1954, both dates inclusive, for the reason indicated hereafter. 

Section 28 (d) has since been amended by section 402 (a) of the Customs Simpli- 
fication Act of 1954, Public Law 768, approved September 1, 1954, so as to make such 
articles subject to the provisions of section 301, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended by the 
Customs Simplification Act of 1954.

On March 13, 1954, notice was given in the Federal Register (19 F. R. 1423) that, pur- 
suant to paragraph 28 (f), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (19 U. 8S. C. 1001, paragraph 28 
(f)), the Bureal of Customs was considering arnending section 8.13 (h) of the Customs 
Regulations and Treasury Decision 39744 (44 T. D. 41), with reference to the information 
required to be furnished on invoices covering importations of any coal-tar color, dye, stain, 
color acid, color base, color lake, leuco compound, indoxyl, or indoxyl compound, 

In response to this notice, numerous representations were received that the proposed 
regulations were unreasonable in certain respects. These representations, in substance, 
objected to the mandatory requirement for the scientific name or the common name of the 
intermediate or intermediates used in the final stages of production of the finished product 
because such specific information would disclose, in certain cases, trade secrets and 
manufacturing processes. Accordingly, the matter was given further consideration which 
included the requiring of more complete information on the chemical classification than 
was proposed and the requiring of color cards. It is believed that, under current conditions, 
the additional required information will form an adequate substitute for the scientific 
name of the intermediates, 

In order to facilitate the comparison of certain imported coal-tar products with 
similar domestic products to determine their competitive status under the provisions of 
paragraph 28 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, customs invoices for such products 
shall contain, in addition to all other information required by law or regulation, the data 
described in Schedule A. [T.D. 53594.] 

The information shall be furnished on separate sheets of paper, presenting it in the 
order and approximate position set forth in Schedule A. The information required by this 
regulation shall be given for shipments of any product covered by this regulation. 
However, for second and successive shipments to the same port of identical merchandise 
of the same name and strength, this data need not be supplied, a reference to the date 
of first shipment being sufficient. One copy of all the data specified in Schedule A, except 
the color card, shall be attached to each copy of the invoice. In addition to the number 
of copies otherwise required, one copy of the invoice with the attached data and the color 
card shall be furnished with the entry for the use of the customs laboratory.

able with duty, shall be subject to the same rate of duty as the enumerated article which it 
most resembles in the particular vefore mentioned; and if any nonenumerated article equally 
resenibles in that particular two or more enumerated articles on which different rates of duty 
are chargeable, it shall be subject to the rate of duty applicable to that one of such two or 
more articles which it most resembles in respect of the materials of which it is composed, 

Similarity in the use to which the article may be applied is to be determined in the 
sume manner as it wes determined under paragraph 1559 before amendment. The mate- 
rial of which an article is composed will be a basis for classification by similitude only 
when the article is equally similar in use to two or more 
different rates of duty are chargeable. 

In escertaining whether any nonenumerated article is equally similar in use to two 
or more enumerated articles on which different rates of duty are chargeable, considera- 
tion shall be given to the frequency of use of the enumerated articles for a particular 
purpose. It is not the aggregate use of the enumerated articles for various purposes 
which controls. Thus if a nonenumerated article is chiefly used for a particular purpose, 
it will be related to that one of the enumerated articles which is most frequently used 
for the purpose for which the nonenumerated article is chiefly used.

Bé it enacted by the Senate and House of Representative: of the United Stutes of America 
in Congress assembled, That this Act may be cited as the “Customs Simplification Act of 1954.” 


TITLE I1—REVIEW OF CUSTOMS TARIFF SCHEDULES 


Sec. 101. (a) The United States Tariff Commission shall proceed promptly to make a 
complete study of all provisions of the customs laws of the United States under which 
imported articles may be classified for tariff purposes, including the dutiable and free 
lists and related special provisions of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended and as modified, 
the provisions of the Internal Revenue Code relating to the duties designated as import 
taxes, as amended and as modified, and other laws. The Commission shall compile a 
revision and consolidation of such provisions of the customs laws which, in the judgment 
of the Commission, will accomplish to the extent practicable the following purposes: 

(1) Establish schedules of tariff classifications which will be logical in arrangement 
and terminology and adapted to the changes which have occurred since 1930 in the 
character and importance of articles produced in and imported into the United States 
and in the markets in which they are sold. 

(2) Eliminate anomalies and illogical results in the classification of articles. 

(3) Simplify the determination and application of tariff classifications. 

(b) The Commission shall seek to accomplish the purposes of subsection (a) without 
suggesting changes in any rate or rates of duty on individual products, whether those 
rates are applied by statute or by Presidential proclamation. Where, however, in the 
judgment of the Commission, the purposes of subsection (a) cannot be accomplished 
without such changes, the Commission shall specify each incidental change in rates which 
in its judgment would accomplish such purposes, and shall accompany it with a summary 
of all the data on which such suggested change was based, together with a statement 
of the probable effect of such suggested change on any industry in the United States. 
Before suggesting any changes in rates of duty, the Commission shall give public notice 
of its intention to do so and shall afford reasonable opportunity for parties interested 
to be present, to produce evidence, and to be heard at public hearings with respect to 
the probable effect of such suggested changes on any industry in the United States. 

(ec) Not later than two years after the enactment of this Act the Commission shall 
transmit copies of the schedules and accompanying data and statements to the President 
and to the chairmen of the Committee on Ways and Means of the House of Representa- 
tives and the Committee on Finance of the Senate. 

(ad) On or before March 15, 1955, the Commission shall report to the President and to 
the chairmen of the Committee on Ways and Means of the House of Representatives and 
the Committee on Finance of the Senate (1) the progress that has been made in carrying 
out the provisions of this section, (2) the significant complexities of tariff classification 
that have been developed as existing in the present law, and (3) suggestions as to 
standards and methods which might be adopted for a simplification of existing tariff 
schedules without significant changes in tariff levels. 

(e) The Commission may invoke all the powers granted to it under part II, title IIT, 
of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and is authorized to make reasonable rules and 
regulations, for the purpose of carrying out its functions under this title. 

(f) The Commission may procure temporary and intermittent services in accordance 
with section 15 of the Act of August 2, 1946 (5 U. S. C., sec. 55a), but at rates not to 
exceed $75 per diem for individuals. The Commission may reimburse employees, experts, 
and consultants for travel, subsistence, and other necessary expenses incurred by them 
in the performance of their official duties, and make reasonable advances to such persons 
for such purposes. Service by a person pursuant to the first sentence of this subsection 
shall not be considered as service or employment bringing such person within the provi- 
sions of sections 281, 283, 284, or 1914 of title 18 of the United States Code, or section 512 
of the Mutual Security Act of 1954, or section 190 of the Revised Statutes (5 U. S.

The said Commission, after such investigation 
as it deems necessary, shall notify the Secretary of its determination, and, if that deter- 
mination is in the affirmative, the Secretary shall make public a notice (hereinafter in 
this Act called a “‘finding’’) of his determination and the determination of the said Com- 
mission. The Secretary’s finding shall include a description of the class or kind of mer- 
chandise to which it applies in such detail as he shall deem necessary for the guidance 
of customs officers. 

(b) Whenever, in the case of any imported merchandise of a class or kind as to 
which the Secretary has not so made public a finding, the Secretary has reason to believe 
or suspect, from the invoice or other papers or from information presented to him or to any 
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person to whom authority under this section has been delegated, that the purchase price 
is less, or that the exporter’s sales price is less or likely to be less, than the foreign 
market value (or, in the absence of such value, than the cost of production), he shall 
forthwith authorize, under such regulations as he may prescribe, the withholding of 
appraisement reports as to such merchandise entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, 
for consumption, not more than one hundred and twenty days before the question of 
dumping has been raised by or presented to him or any person to whom authority under 
this section has been delegated, until the further order of the Secretary, or until the 
Secretary has made public a finding as provided for in subdivision (a) in regard to such 
merchandise. 

Sec. 302. Subsection (a) of section 202 of the Antidumping Act, 1921 (U. S. C., 1952 
edition, title 19, see, 161 (a)) is amended to read as follows: 

(a) In the case of all imported merchandise, whether dutiable or free of duty, of a 
class or kind as to which the Secretary of the Treasury has made public a finding as 
provided for in section 201, entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption, not 
more than one hundred and twenty days before the question of dumping was raised by 
or presented to the Secretary or any person to whom authority under section 201 has 
been delegated, and as to which no appraisement report has been made before such 
finding has been so made public, if the purchase price or the exporter’s sales price is 
less than the foreign market value (or, in the absence of such value, than the cost of 
production) there shall be levied, collected, and paid, in addition to any other duties 
imposed thereon by law, a special dumping duty in an amount equal to such difference.

previously imported into the United States with payment of all applicable duties and 
taxes imposed upon or by reason of importation which are shipped from the United 
States, without remission, refund, or drawback of such duties or taxes, directly to the 
possession from which it is being returned by direct shipment, shall be admitted free 
of duty upon compliance with such regulations as to proof of origin as may be prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury. In determining whether an article produced or manu- 
factured in any such insular possession contains foreign materials to the value of more 
than 50 per centum, no material shall be considered foreign which, at the time such 
article is entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, in the United States for consumption, 
may be imported into the United States from a foreign country, other than Cuba or the 
Vhilippine Republic, free of duty. (Publie Law 768—S3rd Congress.) 

See. 402. (na) Section 28 (d) of the Revised Organic Act of the Virgin Islands, approved 
July 22, 1954, is amended to read as follows: 

(da) All articles coming into the United States from the Virgin Islands shall be subject 
to or exempt from duty as provided for in section 301 of the Tariff Act of 1930 and sub- 
ject to internal-revenue taxes as provided for in section 7652 (b) of the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1954.

IMPORTED COAL-TAR COLORS AND DYES 


Reference is made to T. D. 53593, requiring additional information on invoices of 
certain coal-tar products dutiable under paragraph 28 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as modi- 
fied. Reference is also made to the amendment to section 14.5 of the Customs Regulations, 
T. D. 53594, providing for the establishment of a sample file of certain domestic coal-tar 
products for comparison with imported coal-tar products. 

In connection with these decisions customs officers shall be governed as follows: 

A. Imported coal-tar colors and dyes. 1. Tests for comparability of coal-tar products 
will be made in the New York Customs Laboratory, where the central file of domestic 
samples is to be maintained. In accordance with the requirement set forth in the last 
sentence of the third paragraph from the end of T. D. 53593, one copy of the invoice, 
together with the attached specifications and color card, shall be forwarded by the col- 
lector in each case to the Chief Chemist, Customs Laboratory, 201 Varick Street, New 
York 14, N. Y. 

2. When a sample of any imported coai-tar product within the purview of T. D. 53593 
is received in the New York Customs Laboratory for test, and the related technical data 
specified by schedule A (T. D. 53593) is found to be incomplete, inaccurate, or defective 
in any essential respect, the chief chemist shall promptly report the matter to the col- 
lector or appraiser concerned. The latter officer shall take such action as may be applica- 
ble under the law and regulations in the circumstances. 

3. When an imported product has previously been tested in the New York Customs 
Laboratory, following the effective date of T. D. 53593, samples of the same product, under 
the same name and strength, from subsequent entries need not be tested, or submitted 
to the laboratory for test, more often than once during each quarterly period (3 months). 

4. Except as specified in the preceding paragraph, when any coal-tar product within 
the purview of T. D. 53593 is imported at a port other than New York, the appraiser shall 
forward customs Form 6431 accompanied by the sample to the Customs Information 
Exchange. Upon receipt of the sample, the chief chemist in New York Customs Laboratory 
shall determine, as provided for in section 14.5(a) of the Customs Regulations, whether 
a comparable domestic product exists and submit his report through the appraiser at 
New York. The appraiser at New York: shall ascertain the competitive status of the 
merchandise and submit his reply on customs Form 6431, with the laboratory report 
attached, through the Customs Information Exchange. 

5. Samples of imported products for which the customs laboratory analysis has not 
been completed at the time T. D. 53594 becomes effective shall be subject to its provisions.

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B. File of Domestic Samples. 1. Upon receipt of each domestic sample submitted by 
the manufacturer or his representative, as provided for by section 14.5(n) of the Customs 
Regulations, the chief chemist shall examine the specifications, color card, and sample 
to ascertain whether all are in accordance with the requirements therefor. If the 
required data is not supplied or if it is incomplete, inaccurate, or c¢defective in any 
essential respect, the chief chemist shall so info"m: the domestic manufacturer who 
submitted the sample, or his representative. Since the required specification and color 
card are essential, in no case shall a domestic sample be accepted for, or listed as being 
in, the file of domestic products as long as such deficiency exists. 

2. When a domestic sample is placed in the file, it shall be appropriately recorded on 
an index card or given a reference file number based upon the technical data supplied 
by the manufacturer and such customs laboratory test results as may be necessary to 
classify it and to facilitate its comparison with imported products. 

3. The chief chemist is authorized to receive samples of domestic products, specifica- 
tions, and color cards immediately for the purposes contemplated by T. D. 53594. 

4. Any sample of a domestic product which has heretofore been submitted to the 
customs laboratory for file shall be held for a reasonable length of time, pending the 
receipt of its specifications as called for in Schedule A, section 14.5(n) of the Customs 
Regulations. 

5. The submission of a color card in the case of each color or dye, as specified by 
paragraph 15, Schedule A, shall be considered essential, except in those cases where a 
satisfactory color card is already on file in the customs laboratory. 

6. If a sample of a domestic product becomes spoiled, damaged, or otherwise unusable, 
the chief chemist shall send a notice of the circumstances to the domestic manufacturer 
concerned, or his representative. The latter may or may not send in a replacement for 
the former sample depending upon his desire that imports continue to be compared with 
his product. However, if a replacement sample is not received within 2 weeks after 
mailing of the notice, the chief chemist shall make his report on import samples as if 
the domestic sample had been withdrawn from the file. (C/L 2895.) 





NEW BUILDINGS APPROVED FOR CUSTOMS 


Public Law 519 (83rd Congress) permits the General Services Administration to enter 
into agreements with private contractors for new federal buildings to house government 
agencies under a lease-purchase plan whereby title will be acquired by the Government 
after a 10 to 25 vear lease period. The new law requires all such projects to be approved 
by the Public Works Committees of both the House and the Senate as well as the Budget 
Bureau. First proiects to be approved by the House Public Works Committee were a 
Customs House and Immigration Station for West Palm Beach, Florida, to cost $262,000; 
a Border Inspection at Brownsville. Texas, to cost $1,740,000; a Customs House and Im- 
migration Station for Madawaska, Maine, to cost 000; and a Customs House and Im- 
migration Station for Jackman, Maine, to cost $355,000.

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ABSOLUTE QUOTA ON OATS 


Pursuant to the authority contained in section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act, as amended, the President on October 4, 1954, proclaimed that the total quantity 
of oats, hulled or unhulled, and unhulled ground oats entered, or withdrawn from ware- 
house, for consumption during the period Octber 1, 1954, to September 30, 1955, inclusive, 
shall not be permitted to exceed 40,000,000 bushels of 32 pounds each, and that of this 
total quantity not more than 39,212,000 bushels of 32 pounds each may be imported from 
Canada, nor more than 688,000 bushels of 32 pounds each imported from other foreign 
countries. 

All entries and withdrawals for consumption of the above-mentioned oats accepted 
on and after Octobér 1, 1954, shall be reported to the Bureau on customs Form 3161. 


(C/L 2894.) 
QUOTA ON ALSIKE CLOVER SEED 


The following procedure is established for the control of the 1,500,000 pound quota 
on imports for consumption of alsike clover seed, specified in Presidential Proclamation 
No. 3059, dated June 30, 1954 (T.D. 53526). 

During the period from the close of business on September 10, 1954, through June 
20, 1955, the deposit of. estimated duties at the rate of 6 cents per pound shall be required 
on all entries and withdrawals for consumption of alsike clover seed. Care shall be 
exercised to report the time zone and exact time of acceptance of each such entry and 
withdrawal. 

The quota status of all entries and withdrawals for consumption of alsike clover 
seed accepted after the close of business on September 10, 1954, will be determined as 
soon as possible after the receipt of complete reports from collectors of customs, Appro- 
priate instructions will then issued as to the duty status of all entries and withdrawals 
involved. (C/I 2891.)

ALMONDS AND FILBERTS 

On October 11, 1954, the President issued a proclamation imposing the following fees 
on shelled almonds, and on shelled filberts. 

Almonds—This proclamation imposes an import fee of 10 cents per pound on imports 
of ever 5 million pounds of shelled, blanched, roasted, or otherwise prepared or preserved 
almonds (not including almond paste) entered or withdrawn from warehouse during 
the 12-month period October 1, 1954, to September 30, 1955. Accordingly, under this 
proclamation there is no import fee on the first 5 million pounds of such almonds imported 
during the quota year beginning October 1, 1954. This is in contrast to the fee of 5 cents 
per pound imposed on the first 7 million pounds, and 10 cents per pound on all those 
imported in excess of 7 million pounds during the quota year ended September 30, 1954. 

Filberts—The President’s proclamation also imposes an import fee of 10 cents per 
pound on shelled filberts, whether or not blanched, imported in excess of 6 million pounds 
during the same quota year October 1, 1954, to September 30, 1955. During the quota year 
just ended, there was no quota or fee on such filberts. 

The import fees mentioned above are in addition to the regular duties imposed under 
the Tariff Act of 1950. These fees are imposed under the authority of section 22 of the

Reports Production of Synthetic Organic Chemicals and Their Raw Materials in 1953 
About 16 Percent More than the Output in 1952. The United States Tariff Commission 
released its annual report on production and sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 1953. 
The combined production of all synthetic organic chemicals and their raw materials, the 
Commission reports, amounted to 60,759 million pounds in that year, which was 15.5 percent 
more than the output of 52,618 million pounds in 1952. These figures represent totals for 
raw materials, semifinished, and finished products and necessarily involve substantial 
duplication. The output of tar and tar crudes, together with crudes from petroleum and 
natural gas, totaled 31,630 million pounds in 1953 compared with the 26,499 million pounds 
reported for 1952. The combined production of cyclic intermediates and finished synthetic 
organic chemicals in 1953, a total which also involves much duplication, was 29,129 million 
pounds—an increase of 11.5 percent from the 26,119 million pounds produced in 1952. Sales 
of these chemicals in 1953 totaled 15,637 million pounds, valued at 4,030 million dollars— 
an increase of 8.7 percent in quantity and 6.5 percent in value compared with 1952. Pre- 
liminary reports on the production and sales in 1953 of the several individual groups of 
synthetic organic chemicals and their raw materials were issued earlier this year. 


COMMISSION REPORT TO THE PRESIDENT ON DRIED FIGS 


The President on September 10, 1954, notified the Tariff Commission that he approved 
the Commission's conclusion that conditions in the United States industry producing dried 
figs have not so changed as to warrant the institution of a formal investigation under the 
provisions of paragraph 2 of Executive Order 10401. This Executive Order provides for 
review by the Tariff Commission of cases in which trade-agreement concessions have been 
withdrawn or modified in escape-clause proceedings. The order requires! the Tariff Com- 
mission to make periodic reports to the President in such cases and further requires the 
institution of formal investigations whenever in the judgment of the Commission con- 
ditions of competition with respect to trade in the imported and domestic articles have so 
changed as to warrant such investigations. 

A concession was granted on dried figs in the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
and pursuant thereto reduced rates of duty became effective October 17, 1951. As a result 
of action taken under an escape-clause proceeding this concession was modified and 
increased rates of duty were made effective August 29, 1952. 

The Commission made a report to the President under Executive Order 10401 on dried 
figs on August 24, 1954, and the President in his letter of September 10, 1954, authorized 
release of this report. Copies of the report may be secured upon request to the Commission 
as long as the supply lasts.

USDA REVEALS IMPORT RULES 


The Department of Agriculture has announced the issuance of proposed general 
regulations governing the importation of specified fruits and vegetables under recent 
amendments to the Agricultural Marketing Agreement Act of 1937. 

The commodities specified are tomatoes, avocados, mangos, limes, grapefruit, green 
peppers, Irish potatoes, cucumbers, and eggplants. 

The amendments provide that imports of these commodities shall be prohibited 
whenever regulations issued under marketing orders contain terms or conditions regulating 
the grade, size, quantity, or maturity of the commodities, unless the imports comply with 
the grade, size, quality, and maturity provisions of the orders or with comparable ones 
promulgated under the act.

FOREIGN ASSETS CONTROL 

Information of Synthetic Menthol Directly from Australia—Notice is hereby given that 
certificates of origin issued by the Comptroller General of Customs for the Commonwealth 
of Australia under procedures agreed upon between that government and the Foreign 
Assets Control are now available with respect to the importation of synthetic menthol 
into the United States directly, or.on a through bill of lading, from Australia.
